MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Baltimore Financia) Panicee 
Heavy Failures. 


BALTIMORE, September 13. 


Alluding to the a failures ia this 
city yesterday, the Baltimore Sua, in 
its. financial article this morning, says: 
“The whole amount involved in these 
suspensions it is understood will prob- 
ably amount to $2,000,000, but the houses 
all claim to have assets ample to dis- 
charge its indebtedness it realized.” 

The American says that the amount 
of liabilities is estimated at nearly 
$3,000,000, but 1t is impossible to speak 
with certainty as to this, or of the ulti 
mate result of the disaster, although it 
is generally believed that the suspension 
will only be temporary, and that a 
majority, if not all, of these houses will 
speedily resume business. 

The Gazette says: No such disaster as 
the failures above noticed has beiallen 
Baltimore for a long series of years, and 
the day deserves to be ranked in history 
of commercial events here with the fa- 
mous Black Friday in New York.

Details of the Cincinnati Boiler Exe 
plosion. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 13. 


At 10 o'clock this morning the new 
boiler at the foundry of Robert Jones, 
on the corner of Pearl and Ludlow sts, 
while being tested, exploded with great 
force, blowing off the roof of ‘the build- 
ing and carrying pieces of the boiler 
several squares, instantly killing three 
and injuring nine others. Killed—Rob’t

ployees. Ubershlag’s body was tearful- 
ly mutilated, the hips crushed and bow- 
els protuding.

The Pioneer says: 


“We do not agree with the Era in its 
proposition to resort to force and the 
bayonet to sustain Gov, Caldwell! in any 
anticipated contest of his election ; and 
if we concurred with that jov-nal, we 
would not now use the threats it does. 
They can avail nothing, unless it may 
be to damage the Republican cause in 
the minds of alarge and respectable 
class of white men who are inclined to 
join it, because they apprehend from 
the ascendency of their former political 
associates a re‘gn of violence and law- 


lessnsss in the land. 


An appeal to the sober judgment and 
reason of the people of North Carolina, 
is all that the Republican party needs 
to sustain its present attitude in relation 
to a contest of the Governor’s election.
